Now that the Communist Party has come to com- 
plete porer in Bulgaria, Pavlov stated, it should give the workers, the 
peusanw and the scientists a respite during which time the standard of 
jdving could be raised. Pavlov declared that there were no Kulaks in 
Puli gavia who "needed liquidating", and that there was no further need to 
twine out" minmerity groups. Bulgaria, he said, consists largely of a 
one-ciass scclety, and that there was no justification for "class warfare” 
in PaAgAchae :
